Dear  Sir; 


For  some  time  many  thoughtful  men  in  Canada  have  been 
impressed  by  the  seriousness  and  urgency  of  our  social  problems. 
In  many  places,  individuals  or  societies  have  made  an  effort  to 
meet  particular  needs,  but  there  has  been  no  general  or  concerted 
action . 


A  yeat  ago,  at  the  Canadian  Conference  of  Charities 
and  Corrections,  which  was  held  in  “Winnipeg,  a  group  of  social 
workers,  after  carefully  considering  the  situation,  decided  to 
organize  the  Canadian  V/elfare  League  for  the  purpose  of  study¬ 
ing  conditions,  stimulating  interest,  and  evolving  some  con¬ 
structive  policy. 

After  a  careful  survey  of  the  field,  we  are  convinced 
that  the  colleges  are  strategic  centres  for  work.  We  should 
surely  look  to  the  universities  for  trained  leadership.  We 
consider  that  the  objects  of  the  League  can  be  best  accomplished 
by  interesting  the  whole  student  body,  and  by  training  groups 
for  professional  work. 

In  planning  the  work  of  the  League  for  the  coming 
year,  we  think  that  it  would  be  wise  if  possible,  that  the^ A 
Secretary,  J.  3.  Woodsworth,  should  spend  a  part  of 'his  time^'- 
in  introducing  this  work  into  some  of  our  universities. 

This  summer,  in  Winnipeg,  the  University  of  Manitoba, 
in  co-operation  with  the  Industrial  Bureau  and  the  Local  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Women,  is  conducting  a  six  v/eeks’  training  Bourse  for 
social  workers.  Over  sixty  students  have  registered  for  the 
whole  or  for  parts  of  the  course.  This  shows  hov/  the  work 
appeals  to  the  people.  The  need  is,  I  think,  acknowledged  by 
all. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  Saskatchev/an  Univer¬ 
sity  for  our  Secretary  to  give  two  short  courses  of  lectures 
this  winter  on  " Immigrat ion"  and  on  "Community  Problems." 


I  note  with  a  greqt  deal  of  pleasure  that  your  Univer¬ 
sity  is  giving  a  course  of  lectures  for  social  workers  this 
coming  term.  According  to  the  Provisional  Prospectus,  special 
lecturers  are  to  he  introduced.  Prom  the  standpoint  of  the 
League,  we  should  he  glad  to  have  access  to  the  students,  and 
on  the  important  question  of  Immigration,  your  University  could 
probably  secure  no  Canadian  who  has  had  wider  experience  than 
our  Secretary. 


In  J,  S,  Woodsworth  we  have,  I  think 
informed  men  along  the  line  of  the  problems  of 
can  be  found  in  Canada.

He  has  had  training  and  experience  as  a  teacher,  and  for  some 
years,  has  conducted  study  groups  in  connection  with  Summer 
Schools  held  in  various  parts  of  Canada. 

If  your  University  contemplates  doing  any  of  this 
work  during  the  coming  winter,  Mr.  Woodsworth ’s  services 
would  be  available  part  of  tbe  time.  Our  League  is  also  at 
your  service  if  it  can  in  any  way  help  you. 

We  should  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  at  an  early  date, 
so  that  we  may  complete  our  plans  for  the  coming  year.
